How to "Talk" Underwater

WASHINGTON —(NEA 
The 
Navy is teaching the sign lan­ 
guage of the deal lo frogmen so 
they can communicate with each 
other during hazardous undersea 
operations. 
The silent vocabulary was de- 
velo|xxl tor the Navy by Dr. Peter 
R Wisher, chairman of the physi­ 
cal education department and ath­ 
letic director of Washington’s Gal- 
laudet College. Gallaudet is the 
only college for the deaf in the 
U.S. 
The 44-ycar-old teacher, a lieu­ 
tenant commander in the Naval 
Reserve, got the idea of develop­ 
ing a sign language foi frogmen 
while on two weeks' active duty 
at the Navy’s Underwater Demo­ 
lition School, Little Creek. Va. 


At the time irogmen commum-; 
cated with each other by writing 
on slates, a method too slow tor 
emergencies. The few hand sig­ 
nals used were inadequate to cov­ 
et unexpected situations 
Otfiecrs in charge ot the school 
liked Wisher's sign language idea 
and made his course a major 
part of the curriculum. Last sum­ 
mer Wisher taught his system at 
the Navy’s Underwater Sw imming 
School at Kay West, Fia 
The Gallaudet teacher recently 
demonstrated sign language to the 
crew of the nuclear submarine 
Nautilus. He believes it may be 
useful to submarine sonar opera­ 
tors who require absolute silence 
when listening for enemy ships 
The Air Force is interested in 
the course tor use by helicopter 
rescue pilots. One AF officer be­ 


lieves it may solve the problem 
of communications between pilots 


and crewmen who are sent down! 
to strap casualties into the rescue 
lift Pro|>ellcr noise is so loud that 
pilots and rescuers cannot hear 
each other. 


Otlicials of the Washington Eire 
Department also have expressed: 
interest in the system. 
Wisher] 
says “ The language of signs has 
great possibilities for use in other 
situations, such as riots and con­ 
struction work where there is a 
high noise level,” 


The course developed tor frog­ 
men is an abbreviated version of] 
the sign language system used by i 
most dcat persons It takes years 
to learn the complete vocabulary, 
hut Wisher’s adaptation can be 
mastered in six two-hour elass- 


Operabng on a fiscal year from April 1 to April 1. the services 
provided children are costing $38,784 
It doesn’t take a wdiiz at 
math to quickly deduct that this is $10,993 short of the amount 
required to meet expenses during this fiscal year 


The story ot work at the center and the fact that children from 
Pettis County receive treatment free of charge has been told by 
The Democrat-Capital countless times 


Here is a brief resume ot some interesting facts in connection 
with the center 


“ The Crippled Children's Center is not now and never has been 
a part or received monies from the United Fund. 
The center 
serves many types of handicaps 
One of these is cerebral palsy. 
The services for these children are partially financed by the local 
chapter of United Cerebral Palsy. 


"But these children are only 20 ot the 120 served. Some of the 
otner handicaps served are partially paid for by other groups such 
as to Polio Foundation who reimburses the center for some of 
tne services rendered to polio cases served 


‘ The Heart Association reimburses the center for some of the 
worx done tor heart patients. 
But none of these organizations 
are able to pay very much 


“ The center is financed entirely by voluntary contributions. 
It 
is a private Pettis County organization with no affiliation with any 
National or Mate organization. 
It owes no dues nor pays dues to 
any organization. All monies given to the Crippled Children's Cen­ 
ter stay m »sedalia and Pettis County. 


“ Receipts from National Health organizations run approximate­ 
ly $8,000. This still leaves $31,000 that the Center must raise through 
its own ettorts. 
to raise this $31,000 a year, the center must take 
part in all sorts ot projects from bake sales to w’hat have you. 


“ l'tie center, in the past five years, has served over 300 indi­ 
viduals in Pettis County. 
It has released as maximum corrected 
ahout 180 individuals. 
It has released as partially corrected ap­ 
proximately 125 individuals, w-ho loft the center before maximum 
correction was received, mainly due to moving out of the county. 
As with any organization, there are many individuals we have not 
been ante to help 
These number approximately 75. 
The balance 
ot the 500 children are still at *he center and looking toward the 
day wnen their handicap will either he eliminated or reduced to 
the minimum so they too can go to public school or do other things 
they wish to do 


“ Initially it started with one paid teacher and approximately 
nine children. 
It has grown to the extent that it now has a certi 
ficd professional staff of 12. servicing over 120 children at the 
present time.” 


The center has been growing yearly since it came into being 
and its growth can bo measured in the increasing number of 
children receiving treatment each year 
it can be measured in 
the growing budget necessary to pay the professional help that 
provKte services area children require if thev are to emov a 
normal adult life.
